6 INSTALLING YOUR PHONE 

6.1 Connecting the base station (see P5) 

• Plug the power supply and line cord into the base station. 

• Plug the power adapter into a 210 - 240Vac, 50Hz mains socket and 
the line cord into your telephone line socket. 

• Always use the cables provided in the box 

Warning: 

Use only the provided adaptor, using other power supplies may cause 
a hazard. 

Warning: 

Install the base unit in a position where the mains adapter plug will 
reach an easily accessible mains socket. Never try to lengthen the 
mains power cable. 




























Note: 

The base unit needs mains power for normal operation, not just for 

charging the handset batteries. 

6.2 Installing and charging the batteries (see P3) 

• Place the 2 supplied batteries into the battery compartment with the 
polarity markings as shown. Use only the NiMH rechargeable battery 
type provided. 

• Position the battery compartment cover over the batteries and slide 
up to click into place. 

• Put the handset on the base and charge for 15 hours before using 
the handset for the first time. The handset will give a beep when it is 
properly placed on the base or charger. 


7 USING YOUR PHONE 

7.1 Introducing Bluetooth 

Your new telephone system with Bluetooth wireless technology has 
the following features: 

• Pairing a Bluetooth enabled mobile phone with the telephone base. 
Two Bluetooth devices can be paired up and connected. 

• Connecting a Bluetooth enabled mobile phone to make and receive 
MOBILE calls. Two mobile phones can be connected but only one of 
them can be used at a time. 

• Making and receiving calls using your Bluetooth enabled mobile 
phone plan while benefiting from the ease and comfort of your 
home telephone system. 

Glossary of terms 

Below are some terms used in this User's Guide to help you become 
familiar with using your Bluetooth devices and your new telephone 
system. 

Bluetooth mobile phone - Refers to a Bluetooth enabled mobile 
telephone. 

MOBILE I ine - The communications service provided through your 
Bluetooth enabled mobile phone. 
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HOME I ine - Your conventional telephone land line. 

Pairing - This refers to the process of two Bluetooth devices registering 
device information with each other. The telephone base must be 
paired with a Bluetooth enabled mobile phone before the Bluetooth 
device can be used. 

IMPORTANT INFORMATION 

• Refer to your mobile phone user's guide for more information about 
its Bluetooth function. 

• Make sure that your Bluetooth enabled mobile phone is between 
one to 2 m away from the telephone base in order to maintain a clear 
and consistent connection between your Bluetooth mobile phone, 
telephone base and cell tower. 

• Make sure that your Bluetooth enabled mobile phone has sufficient 
signal strength. You may need to move the Bluetooth enabled 
mobile phone and telephone base to a location where the mobile 
signal may be stronger. 

• Charge your Bluetooth mobile phone while it is connected to the 
telephone base because your mobile phone's battery will discharge 
faster while it is connected wirelessly to the telephone base. 

• Monitor your mobile phone's usage because airtime is deducted 
from your mobile plan for the duration of the MOBILE calls. 

7.2 Bluetooth Setup 

7.2.1 Setup Mobile 

To pair and connect a Bluetooth enabled mobile phone: 

• Place your cell phone near the handset and base unit. 

• Press U/OK and then a/v to select "MOBILE SETUP". 

• Press m/OK and display will show "READY?". 

• Press m/OK and display will show "DISCOVERING". The Bluetooth 
feature is activated. 

• Using your Bluetooth enabled mobile phone, turn on the Bluetooth 
feature and search for a new device. 

• Once your Bluetooth enabled mobile phone has found the AEG-BT 
telephone, select it. 

• Using your Bluetooth enabled mobile phone, enter the PIN code of 
the telephone (the default PIN code is 0000) to continue the pairing 
process. 


• Pairing will be confirmed when you hear a tone and the Bluetooth 
icon appears on the handset. 

Refer to the user's manual of your Bluetooth enabled mobile phone to 
learn how to search for or add new Bluetooth devices. 

Notes: 

Paired device(s) will be connected automatically and stored into the 
Paired Devices list. 

>When a device is successfully connected, corresponding device 
icon will be displayed on screen and Bluetooth device LED on 
base will be on. 

>lf you would like to pair up another Bluetooth device, please 
repeat the steps as above. 

7.2.2 Replace a paired device 

If you have already paired up two Bluetooth devices, you will need to 
replace one of them if you would like to pair up another device. Follow 
the below steps to replace and pair up a new device. 

• Press U/OK and then a/v to select "MOBILE SETUP". 

• Press m/OK and the display will show the already paired devices 
and then you are requested to select the device to be replaced. 

• Press A/v to select the desired device. 

• Press m/OK to confirm. Display will show "REPLACE?". 

• Press m/OK to confirm, and the device will be removed from paired 
list. 

• You will be requested to pair up the new Bluetooth device. Refer to 
Section 7.2.1 to proceed with the next steps. 

Note: 

When pairing a new mobile, the connected mobile has to be disabled 
temporarily. 

7.2.3 Paired Devices 

The mobile(s) paired up will be displayed in the paired devices list, no 
matter it (they) is (are) connected or not. You can choose to connect, 
or remove the mobile from this menu. 


• Press m/OK and then a/v to select "PAIRED UNITS". 
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• Display will show the mobile name of paired device(s). 

Note: 

Display will show "EMPTY" if there is no device paired. 

• Press m/OK and then a/v to select the desired mobile device. 

For the connected mobile device: 

• Press m/OK to remove the mobile device. 

• Press m/OK to confirm. 

For the mobile phone that is not connected: 

• Press m/OK and then a/v to select "CONNECT" or "REMOVE". 

• Press m/OK to confirm. If you select "REMOVE", press m/OK again 
to confirm. 

Notes: 

When the connected mobile is removed, corresponding Bluetooth 
device icon and LED on base will be off. 

>When the disconnected mobile is connected, corresponding 
device or will be on. 

>When the mobile is removed, the device name will be removed 
and "EMPTY" will be displayed instead in the paired device list. 

7.3 Make a Call 

7.3.1 Preparatory dialing 

Using the home line 

Enter the phone number and press C or to dial the number with 
home line. 

Using the mobile line 

Enter the phone number and press MOBILE to dial the number with 
mobile line. If there are two mobile devices connected, you have to 
select one device from the list. 

Note: 

If no mobile device connected, display will show "NO MOBILE" and 
then back to idle. 




7.3.2 Direct dialling 
Using the home line 

Press C or to take the home line and enter the phone number. 

Using the mobile line 

• Press MOBILE and ID/OK, then enter the phone number. 

• Press MOBILE to dial with mobile line. If there are two mobile devices 
connected, you have to select one device from the list. 

Note: 

If no mobile device connected, display will show "NO MOBILE" and 
then back to idle. 

7.3.3 Call from the phonebook 

• Press m/OK to access the phonebook to get the desired phonebook 
entry. 

Using the home line 

• Press C or to dial the selected phonebook entry with home line. 

Using the mobile line 

• Press MOBILE to dial the selected phonebook entry with mobile line. 

7.3.4 Call from the call list 

• Press A to access the call list and then press a/v to select the desired 
call list entry. 

Using the home line 

• Press C or to dial the selected call list entry with home line. 

Using the mobile line 

• Press MOBILE to dial the selected call list entry with mobile line. 

7.3.5 Call from the redial list 

• Press V to access the redial list and then press a/v to select the 
desired redial number. 

Using the home line 

• Press C or to dial the selected redial list entry with home line. 
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Using the mobile line 

• Press MOBILE to dial the selected redial list entry with mobile line. 

7.3.6 Call timer 

Your handset automatically times the duration of every call. The call 
timer will display a few seconds after the call ends. It is shown in hours, 
minutes and seconds format (HH;MM;SS). 

7.4 Answer a call 

Answering a home call 

If handset is not on the charging cradle: 

When the phone rings, press C or to answer a call: 

Answering a mobile call 

If handset is not on the charging cradle. 

When the phone rings, press MOBILE or ^ to answer a call. 

If the handset is on the charging cradle or the base station, and Auto 
Answer is turned on: When the phone rings, pick up the handset to 
answer a call. 

Note: 

Refer to Section 10.5 for the details about setting Auto Answer. 

7.5 End a call 

• During a call press to end the call. 

OR 

• Put the handset on the base station or charger to end the call. 

7.6 Handset speakerphone 

During a call, you can press ^ to alternate between hands-free 

speakerphone and normal handset use. 

7.7 Adjust volume 

There are 5 levels ("VOLUME 1" to "VOLUME 5") to choose from for 
each of the earpiece and speaker volumes. 

During a call: 

• Press a/v to select volume 1 -5. The current setting is shown. 





>When you end the call, the setting will remain at the last selected 
level. 


7.8 Mute a call 

You can talk to someone nearby without letting the caller hear you 
during a call. 

During a call: 

• Press 181 to mute the microphone and "MUTED" will display on the 
LCD. Your caller cannot hear you. 

• Press 181 again to unmute the microphone. 

7.9 Turn off the handset ringer 

In idle, press and hold # to turn off the handset ringer. The JSP 

icon 

is displayed on the LCD. 

Note: 

The display will still flash the call icon ^ and show "CALL" or the 
caller display number, when there is an incoming call, even if the ringer 
is turned off. 

• To turn the ringer back on, press and hold # again. 

7.10 Turn on the keypad lock 

You can lock the keypad so that it cannot be used accidentally while 
carrying it around. 

• In idle, press and hold * to turn on the keypad lock and the Q icon 
will display. 

Note: 

You can still use Cto answer a call when the handset is ringing. 

To turn the keypad lock off, press and hold * again. 

7.11 Redial the last number 

You can redial any of the 10 last numbers called. If you have stored a 
name in phonebookto go with the number, the name will be displayed 
instead. 

The most recent last number will display at the top of the redial list. 

7.11.1 Redial a number from the redial list 

• In idle mode, press 0® to access the redial list. 
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Note: 

If the redial list entry shows a name, press # to view the number of 
this entry. 

• Press a/v to browse the redial list. 

• Press C to dial to the selected redial number. 

Note: 

If there are no numbers in the redial list, the display shows "EMPTY". 

7.11.2 Store a redial number into the phonebook 

• Follow Steps 1 and 2 in Section 7.11.1. 

• Press ID /OK and a/v to select "ADD TO PB". 

• Press m/OK and then enter the name you want to use in the 
phonebook. 

• Press m/OK and then modify the number, if necessary. 

• Press m/OK to show "MELODY 1". 

• Press a/v to browse the ringtone list. The respective ringtone will be 
played when browsing the ringtone list. 

Note 

The selected melody will only be played when you receive a call if 
you subscribe to Caller Display and the incoming number matches 
the stored number. 

• Press m/OK to confirm, and the entry will be stored. 

7.11.3 Delete a redial number 

• Follow Steps 1 and 2 in Section 7.11.1. 

• Press m/OK and a/v to select "DELETE". 

• Press m/OK to confirm, and the entry will be deleted. 

7.11.4 Delete all redial list entries 

• Follow Steps 1 and 2 in Section 7.11.1. 

• Press m/OK and a/v to select "DELETE ALL". 

• Press m/OK to display "CONFIRM?". 

• Press m/OK to confirm. All entries will be deleted and the display 
will show "EMPTY". 


7.12 Find the handset 

You can locate the handset by pressing the Find button in the middle 
of the front of the base station. All the handsets registered to the base 
will produce the paging tone and show "PAGING" on the display for 
60 seconds. 

You can stop the paging by pressing C / / t) on any handset or •))) 

on the base again. 

Note: 

If there is an incoming call during paging, the phone will ring with the 
incoming call instead of paging. 

7.13 Make an internal call (Multi-handset versions only) 

This feature is only applicable when there are at least two registered 
handsets or at least one handset and a headset. 

It allows you to make internal calls, transfer external calls from one 
handset to another handset / headset and make conference calls. If 
the called handset / headset is not answered within 60 seconds, the 
called handset / headset will stop ringing and the calling handset will 
return to standby mode. 

Note: 

If only one handset is registered to the base station, when t)/i81 is 
pressed, it will display "NOT POSSIBLE". 

7.13.1 Intercom another handset 

• In idle mode, press t) and all the other registered handset numbers 
will display, along with a "9". 

• Enter the number of the handset that you want to call, or enter 9 to 
call all handsets. 

• The called handset rings and C must be pressed on that handset to 
establish the intercom call. 

Note: 

If only one other handset is registered to the base station, pressing t) 
will call the other handset immediately. 
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Note: 

If there is an external call while you are on an intercom call, you'll hear 
warning beeps, and you have to end the intercom call, before you can 
answer the external call. 

7.13.2 Call all handsets 

• In idle mode, press and the registered handset numbers will 
display. 

• Press the 9 key to ring to all registered handsets. 

7.13.3 Transfer an external call to another handset 

During an external call: 

• Press U/OK and A/v to select "INTERCOM". 

• Press m/OK to show all the other registered handset numbers, plus 
9. Enter the number for the handset you want to transfer the call to. 

• The external call is put on hold automatically and the called handset 
rings. 

• Press C on the called handset to establish an internal call. 

• Press on the calling handset or put the calling handset on the 
charging cradle to end the current call with the external party. 

>The external call is transferred to the called handset. 

Note: 

If the other handset has not answered the intercom call, you can stop 
the intercom and return to the external call by pressing ®5. 

7.13.4 Make a 3-way conference call 

The conference call feature allows one external call to be shared 
with two handsets or one handset and a headset (in intercom). The 
three parties can share the conversation and no additional network 
subscription is required. 

During an external call: 

• Follow Steps 1 to 4 in Section 7.13.3. 

• Press and hold the star key * on the calling handset to establish the 
conference call. 

Either handset can exit the conference by pressing ®), leaving the 
other handset still connected to the external call. 
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8 PRIVATE PHONEBOOK 

Each handset can store up to 50 private phonebook entries with 
names and numbers. Each phonebook entry can have a maximum 
of 20 digits for the phone number and 12 characters for the name. 
You can also select different ringtones for your phonebook entries. 
(Note: the different ringtones only play when you receive a call if you 
subscribe to Caller Display and the incoming number matches the 
stored number.) Phonebook entries are stored alphabetically by name. 

8.1 Add a new phonebook entry 

In idle: 

• Press m/OK and a/v to select "PHONEBOOK" and then press 
m/OK to access the phonebook.

• Press m/OK and a/v to select "DELETE ALL". 

• Press m/OK to display "CONFIRM?". 

• Press m/OK to confirm. All entries will be deleted and the display 
will show "EMPTY". 

8.7 Check the Phonebook Usage 

You can check how many phonebook entries are stored in your 
handset and how many phonebook entries are available for you to 
store in the phonebook.

The number will be shown on the handset display when the 
phone is ringing. If the number matches with one of the entries in your 
Private Phonebook, the caller's name stored in the private phonebook 
will be displayed alternately with the number, and the handset will ring 
with the ringtone associated with that phonebook entry. 

If the call is from someone who withheld their number, "WITHHELD" 
will display. 

If the call is from someone whose number is unavailable, e.g. an 
international call or from a private exchange, "OUT OF AREA" will 
display.
